You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  in  the  Enfield  Elementary- 
School  in  said  Town  of  Enfield  on  the  Sixth  day  of  March 
next  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  fol- 
lowing subjects: 

Polls  will  open  at  ten  A.M.  and  will  not  be  closed 
before  eight-thirty  P.M.  Articles  in  Warrant  will  be 
taken  up  beginning  at  seven  P.M. 

ARTICLE  1.  To  choose  by  ballot  to  serve  for  three 
years,  one  Selectman,  one  Library  Trustee,  one  Trustee 
of  Trust  Funds,  one  Fire  Ward,  two  members  of  the  Re- 
creation Commission;  to  serve  for  two  years,  one  Auditor; 
to  serve  for  one  year,  one  Tax  Collector,  one  Overseer 
of  Public  Welfare  and  one  Highway  Agent. 

And  also  to  bring  in  your,  ballots  on  the  following 
question:  "Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  zon- 
ing ordinance  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board?" 

ARTICLE  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  author- 
ize the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes 
the  sums  so  borrowed  to  be  repaid  before  the  end  of  the 
fiscal  year  in  which  the  debt  was  incurred. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  author- 
ize the  Selectmen  to  sell  or  lease  any  or  all  such  parcels 
of  real  estate  acquired  by  the  Town  through  Tax  Collectors 
deed  for  non-payment  of  taxes,  or  any  or  all  parcels  not 
in  public  use;  and  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
execute  and  deliver,  in  the  name  of  the  Town  suitable  deeds 
or  leases  of  such  real  estate,  upon  such  terms  and  condi- 
tions as  the  Selectmen  may  decide.

Park  Reclamation  Fund  and  Municipal  Water  Department  Fund. 

ARTICLE  ^,  Pursuant  to  a  petition  of  ten  or  more 
legal  voters:  "To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  convey  to  the  United  Methodist  Church 
the  small  tract  of  land  on  Route  i;  between  the  church 
property  and  the  Joseph  Chouinard  property,  formerly 
known  as  the  tennis  court". 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
the  s\m.  of  $1,1^2,20  for  Town  Road  Aid,  and  to  receive 
the  sum  of  $7,681.31;  from  the  State. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  author- 
ize the  Selectmen  to  make  application  for  and  to  receive 
in  the  name  of  the  Town  such  gifts,  advances,  grants-in- 
aid.  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  or  other  Funds  for  any 
Town  purposes  as  may  be  forthcoming  from  the  United  States 
government,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  or  any  other  Fed- 
eral, State  or  local  agency  or  person.

ARTICLE  9,  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept 
and  maintain  the  following  described  parcel  of  land  as  a 
Town  highway,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  so  far  as  construction  is  concerned  and  to  the 
approval  of  the  New  Hampshire  State  Highway  Department 
where  connection  with  Route  i|-A  is  established. 

Description:  Approximately  1200  feet  by  ^0   feet  of

Pursuant  to  a  petition  of  ten  or  more 
legal  voters:  "To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  cover  the  expense  of  plow- 
ing and  maintenence,  by  the  Town  Highway  Dept.,  for  the 
old  Goodhue  Hill  Road,  so  called,  during  the  winter  months 
(Nov.  -  May)  from  a  point  where  the  Goodhue  Hill  Road 
connects  with  Route  U-A,  westerly  to  the  mobilehome  of 
Royce  Blish.  The  distance  being  about  Ii^O  feet. 

ARTICLE  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $8,000  (SU^OOO  reimbursed 
from  the  Development  Grant)  to  cover  the  cost  of  the 
reclamation  of  Huse  Park,  to  expand  the  recreational 
facilities.   Also  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  submit 
applications  for  an  Outdoor  Recreation  Financial  Assist- 
ance Program  Grant  from  Land  &  Water  Conservation  Fund 
for  the  park  development  project. 


The  Shaker  Mountain  Conservation  District  will  be 
located  within  that  area  of  the  Town  of  Enfield  lying  be- 
tween Interstate  Highway  89  and  Route  i;-A,  encompassing 
Shaker  Mountain  and  its  associated  ridges.

Road  above  elevation  1^00  feet  MSL, 

2.  Northerly  from  the  Montcalm-Smith  Pond 
Road  above  elevation  lU20  feet  MSL. 

Permitted  land  use  shall  be  limited  to  farms  and  all  uses 
classified  as  Horticultural  and  Forestry  (Except  that 
clear-cutting  shall  be  prohibited). 

Land  use  permitted  by  special  exception,  and  only 
after  approval  by  the  administering  agent,  shall  be  li- 
mited to  seasonal  single  family  dwelling  units  at  a 
density  of  not  more  than  one  dwelling  unit  to  ten  acres.

ARTICLE  II4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  estab- 
lish a  conservation  commission  under  the  provisions  of 
R.S.A.  36A,  and  that  the  Selectmen  shall  appoint  said

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REPORT  OF  THE 
ErFIELD  PUBLIC  LIH^RY 

I  have  the  privilege  of  submitting  a  report  of  the 
Enfield  Public  Library  for  1972. 

It  has  been  a  very  busy  year  with  us  in  many  ways. 
The  circulation  has  increased  to  approximately  10,000 
books  and  magazines.  Additions  of  new  books  in  every 
classification  have  strained  our  shelxres  to  the  limit, 
necessitating  the  use  of  the  floor  for  some  magazines, 
and  a  table  in  the  G.A.R.  room  for  ultra  modern  refer- 
ence material. 

In  the  spring  new  curtains  were  purchased  and  in- 
stalled. New  drapes  were  added  to  give  a  more  subdued 
lighting  effect. 

National  Library  Week  i^ias  recognized  by  having  a 
display  of  our  own  purchased  new  books,  in  the  G.A.R. 
room.   In  the  evening  Mr.  Will  Curtis  of  the  Yankee 
Book  Shop  in  Woodstock,  Vermont  came  and  gave  a  most 
interesting  talk  on  books  and  their  authors. 

The   Book  Mobile  has  visited  us  four  times  this 
year,  leaving  kl^   to  600  books  at  a  visit.   These,  in 
addition  to  the  special  needs  we  have  sought  by  mail, 
have  filled  practically  every  request  by  borrowers. 

Many  people  have  been  most  generous  in  donating 
from  their  personal  libraries  to  us.  We  have  been  very 
happy  to  accept  their  offers  and  if  there  happened  to  be 
duplicates  (as  in  some  cases)  we  were  able  to  find  a 
need  elsewhere  for  them.  A  large  donation  of  these  were 
taken  to  the  Rogers  House  in  Lebanon  and  another  gift 
went  to  the  Convalescent  Home  on  the  Lyme  Road.   In  this 
way  we  are  passing  on  gifts  which  are  helpful  to  others. 

In  October  a  number  of  women  met  in  the  library  to 
form  a  group  to  be  kno-wn  as  "Friends"  of  the  Library. 
This  is  not  primarily  "or  fund  raising  purposes  but  some 
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who  are  interested  in  books  and  have  a  small  amount  of 
time  are  willing  to  donate  it  to  help  on  the  many  tasks 
herein  that  will  assist  the  Librarians  to  make  a  smoother 
regime  and  so  release  them  for  other  professional  duties. 
This  is  a  much  needed  service  and  there  is  room  for  more 
helpers  if  anyone  is  interested. 

In  addition  books  have  been  taken  to  shut-ins  in 
various  parts  of  the  town  and  on  the  hills,  and  replaced 
with  others  when  the  borrowing  time  has  elapsed.  We  have 
tried  to  fill  every  need  if  we  knew,  and  had  ability  to 
do  so# 

Free  movies  have  been  continued  for  the  children  and 
have  been  well  attended.  We  also  worked  with  the  Recrea- 
tion Comm.  last  summer  by  furnishing  story  books  for  the 
smaller  "Story  Hours",  and  furnished  our  projector  for 
their  movies. 

We  have  so  many  new  books  on  outdoor  life — fishing, 
hunting,  trapping;  new  biographies;  art  with  patterns  for 
design  and  painting;  home  decoration  and  building;  modern 
"best  sellers"  in  fiction;  new  westerns;  all  for  adults. 
The  children  have  been  busy  with  their  new  picture  books 
and  animal  stories. 

And  now  I  have  a  "thank  you"  for  many  because  I  be- 
lieve they  i-'^erit  it.  To  those  who  have  given  us  so  much 
to  add  to  our  collections;  to  the  "Friends"  who  have  work- 
ed in  transporting  books,  correlating  exhibits  between 
school  children  and  the  library;  by  submitting  news  of 

new  books  and  events  in  the  local  paper;  to  Mr.  Sam  P 

for  seeing  our  room  was  warm  each  morning  before  we 
came  in;  to  the  Trustees  who  have  helped  in  so  many  ways 
and  always  "been  there"  when  we  asked  for  advice;  and 
last  but  not  least  to  the  Selectmen.  They  have  shown 
their  interest,  their  understanding  of  our  needs  and 
their  willingness  to  help  in  every  possible  way. 

Our  aim  has  been  and  still  is — To  have  the  best 
library  for  everyone  and  to  be  most  helpful  to  all.

REPORT  OF  THE 
E]\IFIELD  RECREATION  COMMISSION 

The  Recreation  Comiriission  would  briefly  like  to 
sumrnarize  our  activities  during  1972,  At  the  beginning 
of  the  year  we  had  our  ski  program  at  LaSalette  and  also 
had  an  evening  of  ski  movies  and  served  cider  and  donutSo 
In  late  spring,  after  several  meetings,  it  was  decided  to 
hire  Betsey  Christie,  who  was  an  assistant  last  sumner,  as 
director  of  the  1972  program.  In  Jane,  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Lebanon  Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross,  we  were 
able  to  send  Betsey  to  a  10-day  VJater  Safety  Clinic  held 
in  Brookline,  N.H,  where  she  received  certification  to 
be  a  life  guard  and  water  safety  instructor.  The  summer 
program  ran  six  and  one  half  weeks  starting  July  5j  sev- 
eral field  trips  were  organized,  including  one  to  Mt. 
Moosilauke  and  one  to  the  Squam  Lakes  Science  Center. 
Vfe  had  a  total  Registration  of  over  100  children  with 
arts  and  crafts  being  taught  in  the  morning  and  swimming 
lessons  at  the  beach  in  the  afternoon.  Betsey  was  also 
on  duty  until  5=00  P.M.  every  day  at  the  beach  acting 
as  life  guard.  Under  the  Neighborhood  Youth  Program 
which  is  Federally  funded,  we  employed  2  people  in  our 
recreation  program  and  placed  one  in  the  library  and 
one  worked  with  the  highway  department.  We  also  lent 
financial  support  to  the  Enfield  Pee  VJee  baseball  league. 

Our  cha"rman,  David  Miller,  has  spent  a  great  deal 
of  time  this  year  working  on  a  plan  for  the  newly  acquired 
precinct  property  known  as  Huse  Park.  He  has  had  several 
conferences  with  a  Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation  represent- 
ative, we  have  had  the  property  surveyed,  soil  samples 
have  been  taken.  Dave  has  written  up  a  proposal  which 
if  accepted  at  Town  Meeting  would  be  S'obmitted  to  the 
B.O.R.  requesting  Federal  funds  to  turn  Huse  Park  into 
a  multi-purpose  recreation  area  with  a  picnic  area,  dif- 
ferent types  of  athletic  fields,  tennis  court,  multi- 
purpose court  for  basketball  and  other  children's  games. 
This  is  an  ambitious  undertaking  but  with  the  support 
of  the  townspeople  we  hope  to  turn  Huse  Park  into  a  beau- 
tiful area. 
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Early  in  December  we  held  our  Annual  Christmas  party 
with  over  300  children  and  adults  attending.  Once  again 
we  had  a  visit  from  Santa  Claus,  cartoons  were  shown  to 
the  children  and  the  boys  from  LaSalette  sang.  The  end 
of  December  plans  were  being  foirmulated  to  have  a  ski 
program  for  the  Enfield  children  in  connection  with  the 
Lebanon  operated  Storrs  Hill,

REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AfJD  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

In  Wew  Hampshire,  Forest  fire  control  is  a  coopera- 
tive State-Town  program.  The  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden, 
appointed  by  the  Director,  Division  of  Resources  Develop- 
ment upon  recomnendation  of  the  Selectmen  and  the  State's 
District  Forest  Fire  Chief  is  responsible  for  fire  sup- 
pression and  other  related  duties.  The  State  shares  equal- 
ly with  the  Tovm  in  the  cost  of  most  forest  fires,  except 
illegal  and  careless  fires,  which  are  charged  to  the  res- 
ponsible party.   The  State  further  provides  fire  detection 
services,  prevention  programs,  fire  training  for  toim  war- 
dens and  crews,  and  back  up  equipment  for  fire  suppression. 

By  authority  of  the  State,  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden 
controls  all  outside  burning  in  his  town  except  backyard 
cooking  fires.  Any  person  wishing  to  kindle  a  fire  when 
the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  must  obtain  a  fire 
permit,  free  of  cost  from  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden. 
No  permits  will  be  issued  for  fires  between  9:00  A.M. 
and  5:00  P.Pf.  unless  it  is  raining,  except  for  commercial 
purposes. 

Please  be  careful  when  using,  fire,  remember  it  can 
be  anectremely  useful  tool  when  under  control  but  once 
allowed  to  run  wild  it  can  become  a  disastrous  and  de- 
vastating force.  Only  you  can  prevent  a  forest  fire.

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mSCOM  AREA  HEALTH  COIMCIL 

MSCOM  AREA  HEALTH  COUNCIL,  founded  in  April  of 
1969,  is  completing  its  fourth  year  of  service  to  the 
towns  of  Canaan,  Enfield,  Grafton  and  Orange.  Two 
nurses,  each  working  half  time,  provide  full  time  visi- 
ting nurse  service  to  the  area. 

The  Council  also  operates  monthly  free  Well  Child 
Conferences  for  children  from  birth  to  age  6,  at  which 
any  child  may  receive  regular  complete  physical  exami- 
nations, all  immunizations,  and  vision  and  hearing  tests 
Under  the  schedule  at  present  in  effect,  the  child  is 
seen  by  our  nurses  just  after  birth,  and  then  at  the 
clinics  at  3,  6,   7,  9  and  12  months,  at  I8,  2h.   and  30 
months,  and  at  age  3,  U,  5  and  6  -  or  more  frequently 
when  justified.  Parents  accompany  their  children  to 
these  clinicsj  any  trouble  discovered  is  discussed  with 
them  and  referred  for  further  testing  and  treatment. 
Follow-up  visits  are  made  by  the  nurses.  For  any  child 
who  will  not  see  a  private  physician,  the  Council  pro- 
vides the  physical  ex&mination  necessary  for  entrance 
to  kindergarten  or  first'  grade.  It  is  also  under  con- 
tract to  supervise  the  health  of  the  children  in  the 
Ileadstart  program. 

Nutritionists  are  also  available  at  each  clinic, 
to  discuss  and  teach  nutrition  for  child  and  family. 
These  nutritionists  are  also  available  to  help  the 
older  people  who  need  it,  on  special  diets,  etc. 

In  the  summer  of  1972  the  Council  made  a  start  on 
a  long  hoped  for  dental  program,  and  135  children  had 
their  teeth  cleaned  and  received  fluoride  treatments, 
and  children  and  parents  received  counselling  on  proper 
dental  care.  Unfortunately  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
funds  supporting  this  program  ran  out;  we  hope  to  have 
it  again  when  new  State  budgets  have  been  voted  on. 
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Except  for  several  grants  from  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  received  in  its  first  years,  the  Council  de- 
pends for  support  on  the  k   towns  served,  each  of  which 
contributes  on  the  basis  of  Its  population.  While  the 
Council  must  of  necessity  make  a  charge  for  its  ser- 
vices other  than  the  clinics,  these  services  are  avail- 
able to  everyone  regardless  of  ability  to  pay. 

At  present  our  nurses  are  Mrs.  Gertrude  Clark  of 
Grafton  and  Mrs.  Toni  Sadowsky  of  VJest  Lebanon,  During 
the  past  year  they  have  made  l,ii50  visits  to  area  resi- 
dents for  nursing  service  or  health  promotion,  counsel- 
ling and  support. 

The  Council  is  goverried  by  a  volunteer  board  of 
directors  elected  from  the  k   towns,  and  its  medical 
policies  and  practices  are  supervised  by  a  Medical  Ad- 
visory Board  consisting  of  area  physicians  and  several 
volunteers. 

The  ^ouncil  maintains  its  office  in  the  Health  Room 
at  Mascoma  Valley  Regional  High  School,  with  its  ox'jn 
telephone  (632-723l|),   It  is  heavily  dependent  on,  and 
grateful  to,  the  Methodist  Churches  of  Canaan  and  Enfield 
and  the  Schook,  which  provide  space  for  its  clinics,  and 
to  the  School  for  its  office  space  there.  A  pan^hlet 
describing  the  Council  and  its  work  and  service  is  avail- 
able on  request.  Its  monthly  meetings  (first  Monday, 
7:30  p.m.  at  the  School)  are  open  to  the  public  and 
visitors  and  volunteers  are  welcomed.
